lowing curious and Interesting article, 
written .by Geri. John Sullivan. 
Its 


recommendations appear to be equal- 
ly applicable to the prusunt day: 
(For the New Hampshire Mercury.) 
To the Freemen of New Hampshire: 


Brethren and Fellow-Citizens: Con- 


scious of having had too small a 
share o'f< military experience, I can 
only urge my late appointment to 
the coin'miand" of the •militia in this 
State, In excuse of addressing you 
upon a subject of such Importance, 
but were- my 'talents even equal to 
those of a Frederick, I could do but 
little towards [owning a well regu- 
lated militia, without the contenance 
and aid of the peaple at large. 


You will permit me to observe that, 


under a constitution calculated 
to 


render a (people free and happy, the 
mutual consent and joint efforts o! 
all are requisite In some Instances to 
bring, about that reform,, whiqh in a 
lesp happy country, may be accomp- 
lished by the arbitrary dictates of a 
despotic Prince. 


With us, at tills day a slender ex- 


cuse, a defect in the militia laiwa or 
at the .worst, a small flue, -may ex- 
emipt a person during Hfo from ap- 
pearing in the field, but the despot 
Issues his orders and punishes the 
breach according to his own caprice, 
and as no .person can conjecture the 
penalty, every subject Ifears to hazard 
the •consequences 
of 
disobedience. 


Perhaps this -may be one reason [or 
the great success tyrants have "had In 
enslaving so great a part of tho hu- 
man race, 


In Republican governments, people 


often turn their thoughts to that part 
of the Constitution which .bequeaths 
them their liberties, but.too frequent- 
ly Corget that they ought to pursue 
measures for securing them. 


We have already bravely purchased 


Liberty and Independence and now 
make part of an empire where free- 
don reigns without control, but what 
will our late struggles avail M we al- 
low the military skill which we 'have 
acquired to expire, and ourselves to 
sleep 
In seeming 
safety, 
till 
the 


avarice, the Jealousy, or anvbltion of 
some 'foreign Prince, rouses us from 
our slumber, and convinces us of our 
mistakes. 


We often ipleasc ourselves by ob- 


serving that this country is calculat- 
ed for freedom and commerce, not for 
war—I sincerely join In that opinion, 
and most ardently -wish It may ever 
remain such, but I have long since 
been convinced that ilhe only way to 
keep peace Is t<> be prepared for the 
iwxirst events—1C we mean 
to keep 


oiir neighbors's sword In tho scab- 
board, wo must whet our own. 
The 


citizens of every 
country, 
'however 


desirous of peace, should always be 
prepared for war; and this never can 
be the case without a well regulated 
militia or a standing army. 
The lat- 


ter, I am fully persuaded, Is more 
dangerous to 
the liberties of 
any 


country than a foreign 
iforce 
and 


what 1 most ardently pray may uovor 
be 
established 
In 
the 
Anncrlcan 


Stntes, In lime of peace. 
If we ap- 


prove not of a standing army, our 
militia must be taught the. niso 
of 


arms, or our safety will depend, upon 
the 
peaceable 
disposition 
of 
our 


neighbors, nnd not upon any precau- 
tlonH or (preparations of our own. 


As I flatter myself, further argu- 


ments are not required- to prpvo the 
necessity of dlRclpllnlng and keening 
up « regular ami formidable mllltla. 


I shall proceed to offer some remarks 
for your consideration. It Is not my 
province to dictate. I can only recom- 
mend. 
All 
important 
regulations 


must be ordered or approved by the 
Commander-ln-Chief, and even those 
orders must be consistent iwdth the 
laws of the state. I shall, therefore, 
only urge upon the Held officers al- 
ready appointed, to lose no time in 
nominating their captains and sub- 
alterns, that In the choice of them 
they avail themselves as much of mil- 
itary talents and experience as possi- 
ble. 


I am, £ar from wishing that no per- 


sons should be appointed but such as 
had military experience. 
On the con- 


trary, I am 'persuaded that some gen- 
tlemen, [who have never iseen 
ser- 


vice, have naturally excellent 
mili- 


tary talents, and "bid' fair to make 
great and good officers. 
But where 


a person has military experience, an- 
other none, all other things being 
equal, It requires no uncommon share 
of sagacity to determine who.should 
be preferred. I wish no person to pbe 
In office who Is not -likely to. answer 
the purpose of his appointment. 


Formerly the man of "wealth- and 


family was sought a'fter without the 
least attention to capacity. 


I readily grant -that officers of ev- 


ery rank ought to 'be gentlemen and 
men of honor. If men of family, their 
advantages of education are generally 
greater, and. if they are possessed of 
wealth 
and 
'fortune, it Is a 
most 


agreeable circumstances. 
But these 


alone can have but little weight with- 
out other qualifications still more es- 
sential. 


The -merchant will not hazard his 


ship to be navigated- by a man mere- 
ly because he is a man of wealth and 
family; nor the gentleman his watch 
In the hands of a person unskilled 
in the.business dP watchmaking,mere- 
ly because he (possesses a largo es- 
tate, and it Is really surprising that 
the moat unbounded and the -most im- 
portant science, should be so lightly 
esteemed, as to entrust tho teaching 
of It to persons totally •unlnstructed 
and- who have not even capacity to ac- 
quire a knowledge of it themselves. 


But whatever 
appointments, 
the 


flefd officers 
may think proper to 


make, I earnestly recommend 
that 


they be 'intade as soon as possible, 
and that 'the officers appointed, of ev- 
ery rank, use their utmost efforts to 
have tho militia disciplined' (In small 
parties) without •delay. 


And here let me entreat 
tho 
In- 


fluence of every gentleman who wish- 
es well to his country, to lend his 
aid In promoting a business so essen- 
tial as the preservation of hie own 
rights and those of his. .fellow-citizens. 


Tho law of the state enacts that ev- 


ery soldier shall be provided -with a 
gun, bayonet; car touch box, etc., but 
a uniformity of arm« is much lo be 
'wished and I cannot think It Impossi- 
ble to procure such ns were -used by 
tho late American Army. 
Many of 


•them are now in the country, and I 
believe for sale in the public maga- 
zines, and IP arms are to be purchas- 
ed, I <-an sec nothing .but a little at- 
tention 
requisite In order to have 


'them of the same 'kind. 


A uniformity of dress will bo al- 


lowed by every person who has tho 
least military taste. This adda lus- 
tre to the troops, Inspires them with 
military ambition, -makes 
them ap- 


poar respectable In the view of spec- 
tators and formidable In the eyes of 
their enemies, and- thlH, In my opinion, 
is more easily obtainable than a. uni- 
formity of arms. 


I would only propose for consider- 


ation, a dress aliriost similar to that 
worn by 'the troops of the German 
empire. A short coat of (white .wool- 
en, nnd waistcoat of the same (of our 
own manuTacture) faced 
and 
half- 


cuffed, with blue, red, crimson, or any 
other colour* the cape of tho coat and 
tho /front of the waistcoat bound with 
quality of the -same colour with the 
facing, nnd then a pair of linen over- 
halls complete the dress. 
A single 


minute spent in calculation will prove 
thl3 a much cheaper dross thnn tho 
mllltla now appear In. 
If a person 


keeps a Hull, for public days,. I can 
see no good reason why he should 
refuse tho cheapest, and If he I» fllilo 
to keep hut one, I believe a momcut'8 
reflection will convince him that he 
can appear 
more 
decent 
In one 


which he may wanh na often as his 
shirts, than in a suit .which by a sin- 
gle washing iwonld be ruined. 
PC- It 


Hhould ho obectcd that It IB not tho 
fnshlon,. my nn&wcr Is, that officers 
and men once Iwglii to come into ,lt, 
it will roon become as fashionable 
here as It now In In Germany and

the 'matter have b'een sent to the 
Congo.

Probably the most used peanut is 


what is called the Spanish, an- off- 
shoot of what used to be exclusively 
grown in Spain. 
This is the little 


round peanut so much used for "salt- 
ing. 
In Virginia a greater part of 


the crop grown there is called Span- 
ish No. 1. ' 
' 


When the crop is short in Virginia 


the original Spanish Is imported from 
Spain, but, in fact, it is grown £u 
northern Africa. 
The conditions of 


the Virginia- soil make it superior for 
this nut over any other section lii 
the world except the Congo district. 


The Jumbo variety brings the high- 


est price, however, and naturally it 
was that variety that Mr. Ryan select- 
ed for his crop. He will later grow 
the Spanish peanut, which, although 
cheaper, has a greater sale than the 
Jumbo. 
But Mr. 
Ryan's 
advisers, 


knowing that the jumbo would have 
the greater sale If the price were 
lower, have advised him to try that 
grade first. And that is tho grade 
that Mr. Ryan will grow in the Congo 
district, 
and 
from 
the 
proceeds 


thereof he hopes to be.able to pay. no 
inconsiderable part of the expenses of 
the working of his rubber plantations, 
gold, mines and copper enterprises. ' It 
is said that Mr. Ryan will go to tho 
Congo before very long.
